IS BEING TAPPED 


Annual Work of Gathering Sap Now 


in Progress in Wisconsin — 


Syrup is Valuable. 


The past few days of spring weath- 


er of the most enjoynblt> kind have 
slven stan to one of Wisconsin's In- 
dustries, which, however. Is continu- 
ed for n short time only each year. 
The annual work of gathering sap 
from maple trees and making sugar 
or syrup has now commenced. 


Only a few days since farmers and 


villagers out In the state saw signs 
of approaching spring weather, and 
Ihey have been working from early 
morning until late at night preparing 
for then nrvest. An innumerable lot 
r.f palls have been taken from their 
ivlnter quarters, and notches and holes 
have been made, and wooden spouts 
inserted In the maple trees.

iion kettles and pans have been plac- 
ed In various parts of the groves to 
be used In boiling the sap. . 


After the sun warms the air and 


the frost disappears, the sap begins 
to drip from the souts into the buckets 
and palls underneath. 
But It runs 


slowly and the workers must wait pa- 
tiently until the buckets are filled. 
Then the workers empty them Into 
the kettlPH and pnns. where the sap 
!« boiled down for many hours, until 
at last It thickens and forms Into sy- 
nip. 
This can he boiled down 
to

fantastic shapes and sold to the coun- 
try merchant or sent to the cities. 


The process goes on for ten days or 


ns long as the weather Is freezing dur 
jng the nights and thawing during 
the day time.

In 
Kcneral appearance these Kimlioats re- 
sembled the famous Mcrrlmac which 
the Confederate.-) built from the hull of 
the old war frlpitc of that name. I.lko 
the Mcrrlmac, the Knds Ironclads had 
tslopliiK sides and ends.

The bow 
and the sides covering the machinery 
were plated, nnd the rest of the «hlp 
was vnlncniblc. 


The Euds gunboats were constructed 


for inland waters. Tho Mnnltor. which 
was launched at New York In March, 
was the llrst seagoing Ironclad of the 
war. She llnally proved unseaworthy. 
The Mcrrlnme never put to open sea. 
Su the main weapon for sea lighting on 
a grand ucnlu which the Federal gov- 
ernment had to depend upon In ISii'J 
for opening up the .lames and .Missis- 
sippi rivers was the old type of wood- 
en frigate nnd sloop. Several of the 
wooden ships were propelled by steam, 
but there were so many points of con- 
tact Kir the opposing navies that the 
United States, which retained control 
of nearly till of them, hadn't enough 
steamers lo compose a decent licet. A 
sailing ship, the 111 fated Cumberland. 
,was the tlrst vessel to meet the ram 
Merrlmae. 
The/ frigate Congress, n 


mammoth warship of the old line and 
the consort of the Cumberland when 
the Merrlmae attacked the licet. wa» 
aslo a sailer. 


It was almost solely with the hope 


of sinking the Merrlmae and thus pre- 
serving the wooden ships for the heavy 
purposes of naval warfare that the 
Federal government 
adopted Krlcs- 


sotl's plans and let him build the Moni- 
tor. 


For that date the wooden ships had 


given a good account of themselves. 
They had fought land batteries at lio- 
nnokc and 1'ort Uoyal In the fall of 
1801 with better execution than the 
Bails Ironclads In the west. Not one 
of, them was put out of the light by 
the enemy's shots, and after the 1'ort 
Itoyal battle the Confederates abnn- 
doueu all their exposed forts on the 
seucoast. l-'arragut went to the gulf 
to attack New Orleans with a Meet 
which consisted 
wholly of wooden 


ships, but even these were not all 
steamers nor all built for warfare. 
Not only that, but Confederates had 
oa the lower Mississippi two Ironclad 
ships, the Louisiana, constructed very 
much upon the plan of the Merrlmae 
and the Eads gunboats—that Is. with 
square upper works and sloping sides- 
end the ponderous ram Manassas. 


i The Louisiana was begun In the fall 
of 1SC1 and Just completed when Far- 
ragut reached the gulf. She was plat- 
ed around her gun chambers with rail- 
road rails. The Mnnassas when on the 
water looked like the back of a whale 
tut for her smokestack. Her rounded 
top and sides were heavily plated to 
need the shot glancing off. She ear 
rKil but one gun. being Intended for 


with either of her sharp emlv. 


she. like tlie_ Kails gunboats, owed her 
I'.xlsti-nee solely to private enterprise. 
Shi- had been built under the law for 
privateering, but after she had cleared 
I he Federal ships out of the mouth of 
the Mississippi the Confederate gov- 
ernment bought her to aid In the de- 
fense of the forts. 


AH a matter of fact, talcing It all In 


nil. the honors were even with the op- 
posing Ironclads when it came to ma- 
.nenverlng and lighting.

tdilps were light In the water, but their 
armor was of no more account against 
heavy missiles than u turtle's shell 
ngalnst buckshot* 
The Confederate 


; ships could turn any shot In the Fed- 


i era! navy, but they were as clumsy 


j as Noah's ark.

' could turn the ent-my'H shots and was, 
iso constructed that tiliv dodged around 
the foe like a pygmy around a giant, 
but when forced to encounter heavy 
HCMK she went to lln- bottom. 


Kven when building the Iron plated 


ships of war the projectors were slow 
to give- up tin- notion that stout thulium 
were the main thing for the bulwarks 
of a lighting ship. The bow or lighting 
end of thi> Kads gunboat was made of 
Holiil oak twenty-four Inches thick, cov- 
e-red with the thin Iron plating. The 
thin iron shield sometimes proved a 
drawback. While a shell or a xolld luill 
: would often pierce the stoutest timbers 


I that could lie put into a ship's sides. It 
I would only hit the objects directly In 
the line of Us lllglit, but a shot ob- 
Rtruetoil by the plating would tear 
-through the w.'.od backing of the plate 
'nnd hurl great splinters around the 
decks, disabling numbers of the light- 
ing crow. 


It was natural in the situation In the 


early stages of llio war that the Con- 
federates should pin their faith upon 
Iron armor and the north cling to tin- 
; wooden ships. The youth was on the 
'defensive and risked everything upon 
| the salvation of Its harbors and coasts. 
Kven at Charleston In the Fort Snmter 
days the Confederates had Iron batter 
lex. Thu Merrlmae ami Louisiana were 
monster floating batteries, the .Manas 
Fas a monster battering ram. The news 
'of the building of tin-He war vessels 
'was received by northern sailors with 
smiles of contempt. They expected' to 
illlsnll them and thus to outmaneuve'r 
nnd outllght them. This prejudice was 
lot overcome all through the war. and 
there was experience to back It up. 


\Vltliln a few years before the war 


the 
I'nlteil States government. had 


strengthened the navy by the addition 
uf eighteen steam war sloops and frig- 
utes which had no superiors on the 
lie-can. They wore wooden, of course 
lint were moved by screw propeller* so 
constructed that all the machinery was 
L>elow the water line. 
All of them 


made Hplendld records during the xvar 
witli the exception of the Merrlmae, 
which was burned at Norfolk and rais- 
ed nnd converted by the Confederates 
Inlo the ram. Farragut had the Urook- 
lyn and then the Hartford in his but- 
tles for the llagshlp, and the Hlchmond 
was also In Ills Meet of lighters.

Hides these three, the Niagara. Colorado. 
\Vabash, I'eiiMicotu. I'awnee, Mohlcun, 
Irmiuols, Wyoming nnd Semlnole wero 
crack ships of the best lleets during the 
hottest sea lights. 


Swift sailing was a necessity for the 


northern navy at the outset, and her 
captains never lost sight of the faet. 
hence kept their faith In tliu wooden 
ship propelled by steam. It was well 
they did. because the labor and delay 
of creating Ironclads made It Impossi- 
ble to have an armored lleut during 
the war. The llrst task was to estab- 
lish n blockade along thousands of 
miles of scat-oast and to have ships 
which could rhrsp blockade runners 
ami light them <.n xlght.

problem was to nuineitvi-r and light In 
fr.int of 
fiirtltli-iitliiiiH. 
While, guns 


and resisting II..H-I-I- would be a good 
thing once n ship was within range of 
a fort, yet the ability to get In or away 
quickly when necessary was Just as 
much to be desii-ed.
